011 a step ladder, placed 011 top of 
school desks. The ladder is said 
to 
have slipped, causing him to 
fall. 
The accident w as’witnessed by Wil­ 
lis Sommerville, his assistant. 
The school city was 
represented 
by school officials who asserted that 
the accident was not reported 
to 
them, and was unknown to them un­ 
til after the death of Mr. 
Gregg, 
about two months later. The 
evi­ 
dence showed that he continued to 
work at the school for 19 days after 
his fall, when pneumonia developed.

Lieu­ 
tenant Drinkutt nodded. 
Carpenter, Lucid and Earl Grady, 
42, had gone to the home of George 
Lee for a beer party. Grady said 
nothing 
arose 
between 
Carpenter 
and Lucid until the three left 
the 
house. Carpenter and Lucid then de­ 
tached themselves from Grady and 
went around to the side. 
The sounds of a violent argument 
were heard by Grady and attracted 
Patrolman Fleming who watched the 
quarreling pair in the street. 
Both saw Fleming. Carpenter fell 
to the sidewalk, stabbed in the body 
before ho had walked from the side 
of the house. Lucid ran, but after 
one shot was fired, halted. Carpenter 
was dead when Fleming reached him. 
Leo was charged with operating a

Duvall finds a way to cash the w ar­ 
rants. 
Givan’s opinion held that Duvall 
ceased to be mayor immediately sen­ 
tence was passed on him for viola­ 
ting the corrupt practices act prior 
to his election. 
Duvall’s only recourse 
appeared 
to be to bring mandamus proceedings 
to compel Ramsey to honor the w ar­ 
rants. 
The opinion was similar to that on 
which two Indianapolis Trust Com­ 
panies predicated their decision not 
to purchase city improvement bonds 
signed by Duvall.

Scientists 
'(V that the noises of 
a large citv cost million- of dollars 
a year in 
impaired 
efficiency 
of 
workers. 
Many of the older, more 
excru­ 
ciating noises of civilization are be­ 
ing eliminated. Electric .and 
gas 
welding is supersedim»* the pneumat­ 
ic riveter. Electric motors replace the 
noisy steam engine. Asphaltic pave­ 
ments and rubber tired vehicles give 
back only a fraction of the clatter 
of the old steel tires on granite block 
paving. 


But the city is still tearfully noisy. 
Every unnecessary noise saps nerves 
•and destroys health and 
working 
efficiency. With ten people 
living 
where one lived two decades ago, the 
sum total of noises is larger today 
than it was in the earlier days, hence 
the greater necessity Tor noise 
re­ 
duction. 
To escape noise is one reason for 
growth in the tendency to take in­ 
dustry to smaller towns, where quiet, 
and better air, and more 
greenery 
and more room and more individual­ 
ity are possible. All these are defi­ 
nite, bankable assets tor any indus­ 
try. 
Electricity, gas and sound-muff­ 
ling pavement on streets are three of 
the most potent noise-reduecrs, and 
work as ideally under rural condi­ 
tions as in the city; with them 
in­ 
dustry in the smaller community can 
be almost noiseless and 
nerveless 
and 100 percent efficient.
